CAMBRIDGESHIRE head teachers 
are at the forefront of lobbying for 
fairer funding for schools. 

Principal heads from schools in 
South East Cambridgeshire attend¬ 
ed a meeting organised by MP Lucy 
Frazer with the Secretary of State 
for Education, Justine Greening, last 
week. 

Representatives from Ely College, 

Witchford Village College and Bot- 
tisham Village College, travelled to 
London during the half-term break to 
raise concerns. 

Key on the agenda was a fairer deal 
for Cambridgeshire, which is histori¬ 
cally underfunded for education and 
currently ranks 138 of 152 areas in the

country. 

Ms Frazer successfully lobbied for 
the meeting during her inaugural ses¬ 
sion in front of the Education Select 
Committee on September 14. 

Principal of Ely College, Richard 
Spencer, said: ’’Should this fund¬ 
ing imbalance be corrected, the ad¬ 
ditional money could be used by 
schools across the county to improve 
their facilities, reduce class sizes, and 
recruit additional teachers. 

“The Secretary of State was incred¬ 
ibly sympathetic towards this ineq¬ 
uity. I was very encouraged by what 
she had to say on these matters but, 
of course, these concerns now need 


to materialise into action.” 

Through its Fair Deal For Our 
Schools campaign, backed by politi¬ 
cians, heads and unions, our sister 
paper the Cambridge News has bat¬ 
tled to get the cash formula changed. 

Head of Witchford Village College, 
Christopher Terry, said: “Lucy has 
been an amazing champion of our 
cause, Cambridgeshire was one of the 
worst funded authorities in the UK. 

“This is why we all made the jour¬ 
ney down in our half-term break, be¬ 
cause it is really important that we 
share in showing the impact that this 
is having and it is certainly a much 
more stronger argument if we are all 
saying the same thing.”

Work to start 
on homes site 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is on target 
to deliver affordable new 
homes. 

Following planning ap¬ 
proval earlier this year, work 
is set to begin on the Barton 
Road site, near the centre of 
Ely, next Monday. 

The first stage of the devel¬ 
opment involves an archaeo¬ 
logical survey to ensure the 
site isn’t of historical impor¬ 
tance. 

Construction of the 11 new 
homes is then expected to 
begin early next year, with 
the project due to be com¬ 
pleted by March, 2018. 

It is one of a few new de¬ 
velopments in Ely currently 
being undertaken by the 
council under the new Com¬ 
munity Land Trust policy. 

The trading company was

set up by the council to de¬ 
velop the Barton Road site, 
after it was revealed the gov¬ 
ernment revenue support 
grant will be withdrawn from 
2020. 

Leader of the council, 
James Palmer, said: “Focus 
on our unique Community 
Land Trust policy provides 
exceptional affordable hous¬ 
ing to hard working residents 
of East Cambs. 

“We expect profits from the 
trading company to add to 
the revenue budget, further 
preventing the need to cut 
services whilst allowing us to 
invest back into East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.” 

Under the new scheme, 
Cllr Bill Hunt added that the 


work will create much need¬ 
ed new homes while also 
reaping rewards for the pub¬ 
lic purse sooner. 

“With any new develop¬ 
ment, such as Barton Road, 
the developer must pay a 
fee to the district council 
on commencement of work 
called a community infra¬ 
structure levy (CIL), and this 
has been earmarked to be re¬ 
invested back into the new 
leisure centre on Downham 
Road and the Ely southern 
bypass, so we’re keen to get 
going,” he said.

The issues discussed included 
social mobility, staff recruitment 
and retention, and the supply of 
resources for children with dif¬ 
ferent needs. 

Under the current system a 
school in one part of England 
can receive over 50 per cent 
more than a school with the 
same roll in another part. 

While Cambridgeshire schools 
get £4,200 a year to spend on 
each pupil, the UK average is 
£6,300 for the highest-funded 
areas. 

Ms Greening has pledged that 
the new national funding for¬ 
mula will fairly allocate resourc¬ 
es on the basis of schools’ and 
children’s actual needs, rather 
than out-of-date information. 

Head of Bottisham College, 
Jonathan Russell, said: “In spite 
of where we are with the dif¬ 
ferences in national funding, 
Cambridgesire schools do a tre¬ 
mendous job in providing an 
inclusive and enriching educa¬ 
tion.” 

The second stage of the fairer 
funding consultation is due out 
later this autumn. 

It is due to be implemented 
in 2018, two years later than ini¬ 
tially proposed.

Verdict due in 
case against Pc 


A DISCIPLINARY panel has 
retired to consider the evi¬ 
dence in the case of a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police officer who 
allegedly made racist com¬ 
ments. 

Pc Rodger White has been 
facing a disciplinary panel 
this week and could lose his 
job after it was alleged he 
made the remarks at Bramp¬ 
ton Hut Services on the A14 
near Huntingdon. 

He was on duty with the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Hertfordshire Roads 
Policing Team at the time. 

A police document released 
ahead of the hearing said: “It 
is alleged that on November 
15, 2015, while on duty with 
the Road Policing Team, you 
were taking a refreshment 
break at the Brampton Hut 
Services with your colleagues 
and, while discussing the stop 
of an uninsured driver that 
you had conducted earlier on 
the shift, made a comment to 
the effect that: At the end of 
the day if they are black and 
from London I will fingerprint 
them, as you know what they 
are like, all lying b*****ds.’ 

“It is alleged that this mat¬ 
ter amounts to gross mis-

conduct, namely a breach of 
the standards of professional 
behaviour that, if proved, is 
so serious that your dismissal 
would be justified.” 

The hearing began on Mon¬ 
day at Wyboston Lakes Con¬ 
ference Centre and was set to 
conclude yesterday. 

Pc James Styles was the first 
witness to give evidence and 
said Pc White did make the 
comments, adding: “I was 
taken aback; it was massively 
out of character.” 

Another colleague, Pc Paul 
Hodgson, said he was stunned 
to hear what Pc White alleg¬ 
edly said but thought it was 
down to frustration. 

Pc Hodgson stressed that 
Pc White was not racist, add¬ 
ing: “It’s the offence Pc White 
looks at, not the person.” 

Pc John Mayer claimed Pc 
White said he would “always 
fingerprint black men from 
London as they lie”. 

However, Pc White claimed 
that on the day, he in fact said: 
“The black lads from London I 
have stopped and fingerprint¬ 


ed were all lying b*****ds”. 

He claimed this was a “fac¬ 
tual statement”, saying the 
four black males he stopped 
from London and had finger¬ 
printed - had all been lying. 
He said: “I’ve never been rac¬ 
ist, never will and would chal¬ 
lenge anyone who was.” 

Pc White told the panel that 
Pc Styles had “deliberately 
twisted” his comments to tar¬ 
nish his credibility. 

Summing up on Tuesday 
Andrew Waters, present¬ 
ing the case, told the panel: 
“Whether it was frustration on 
Pc White’s part, tiredness after 
a long shift or banter within 
officers thinking they’re alone 
and these things don’t matter 
quite too much, the evidence 
still supports that the com¬ 
ment, as alleged, was said.” 

Richard Atchley, defending 
Pc White, said the alleged rac¬ 
ist comments are “just not the 
sort of thing” Pc White thinks, 
let alone says. 

He added: “Pc Styles has 
twisted what was said.” 

Mr Atchley urged the panel 
to look at the full evidential 
picture - “do that and you will 
do Pc Rodger White justice”, 
he said. 
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Taxing Times

The word Tax’ is well known to 
us all. There is more than one 
dictionary definition but essentially, 
they have the same meaning - to 
impose duty, strain, or stress. 

These definitions are perhaps never 
more true than when considering 
the impact of capital gains tax 
on the division of assets when a 
couple divorce, itself a very taxing 
time for all parties involved. 

At such times, capital gains tax 
(CGT) is often furthest from the 
mind. After all, the party disposing 
of assets is unlikely to be making 
a profit. But CGT is levied on 
disposals of assets whether by sale, 
gift or otherwise. There does not 
need to be any cash involved. 

The breakdown of a marriage or 
civil partnership will inevitably 
lead to a division of assets. Most 
couples will be aware of the 
general principle that there is no 
CGT on transfers of assets between 
spouses or civil partners. But 
this only applies whilst the parties 
live together. When they separate, 
this rule no longer applies, apart 
from a small extension for the 
tax year of separation. Once 
5 April passes, any transfer of 
assets will likely invoke a CGT 
liability at a time when finances are 
already stretched.

Friends return from 
Mount Everest trek

FOUR friends are back from Ne¬ 
pal having successfully trekked 
to Mount Everest base camp. 

The Ely men returned home 
last Friday after pushing them¬ 
selves to the limit in aid of Ar¬ 
thritis Research UK. 

Personal trainer Tim Meggin¬ 
son, 29, was inspired to take on 
the world’s highest mountain 
for the charity after he received 
two hip replacements for the 
degenerative joint condition, 
aged just 25. 

The trek saw Tim, who runs 
Body Shape Fitness Camp in Ely, 
and three of his friends Nicky 
Taylor, 28, Jon Palmer, 30 and 
Tim Kynaston, 28, away from 
home for two-and-a-half weeks 
while hiking from Katmandu to 
the Mount Everest base camp 
and back again.

Setting off on October 15 led 
by two Sherpa guides, it took 
seven days for the friends to 
reach base camp and five days 
to come down. 

Recuperating at home, Tim 
said: “It was definitely the most 
difficult thing I have done. 

“Coming down was much 
more challenging than going up 
because I have arthritis in my 
hips. 

“It was testing with the lack 
of oxygen too, when we got to 
about 5,000m there was 50 per 
cent less oxygen than we have 
at home, living at sea level, so it 
was quite a climate shock.” 

Despite taking medication to 


treat the effects of altitude sick¬ 
ness, Tim admitted the experi¬ 
ence had left him quite light 
headed. 

Apart from some rolled an¬ 
kles the journey went smoothly 
thanks in part to the support 
from friends and family. 

In order to complete the gru¬ 
elling trek, Tim trained six days 
a week, walking through forests 
and going on hikes. 

“It’s not an easy journey and 
you need to have physical fit¬ 
ness to do it,” he said. 

Tim relied on hiking poles to 
help keep the strain off his pain¬ 
ful hip joints during the chal¬ 
lenge, which has so far raised 
more than £1,500. 

As well as raising money, Tim 
hopes the men’s feat will help 
other people with arthritis to 


gain the confidence to exercise. 

“I would say to anyone suf¬ 
fering from the condition that 
there is nearly always some¬ 
thing they can do, even if they 
are severely injured. 

“Because of my hip I do more 
training on my upper body and 
adapt my movements. 

“If I had cottoned on to my in¬ 
juries earlier and seen the right 
people it perhaps wouldn’t be as 
bad as it got,” he reflected. 

Writing on Tim’s fundrais¬ 
ing page a donator said: “I also, 
have hip impingement with 
osteoarthritis. It’s a recent di¬ 
agnosis. Hearing your story has 
inspired me to not give up on 
myself.”

A STEAM engine replaced a 
hearse at the funeral of an 
enthusiast and “true gentle¬ 
man” last week.

Commissioning Group (CCG) to 
revamp the P of W site and provide 
modern healthcare facilities. Her 
emphasis on a 'walk-in' service 
neglects other planned 'outpatient' 
services such as physiotherapy which 
need and should be provided locally. 

She believes that the CCS's 
plans for the site and the CCG's 
Sustainability and Transformation 
Plan (STP) will 'come nicely together' 
next year. However, in many areas 
of the country these STPs are being 
revealed as cost-cutting exercises 
resulting in the closure of facilities. It 
is widely acknowledged that the NHS 
is currently underfunded in relation to 
the demands placed upon it by such 
factors as an aging population and 
locally we know that the CCG is in a 
very difficult financial position. In this 
context, I would therefore suggest that 
Councillor Bailey's prime concern 
should be the revenue funding of 
any new facility as staffing levels are 
dependent on this. 

Finally, I would ask that she prevail 
on the CCG to publish its STP sooner 
rather than later and not continue to 
maintain its current level of secrecy. 
The NHS is funded through taxation 
and as such there should be clear 
accountability to the general public. 
We will then be in a much better 
osition to judge whether the hospital 
as a bright future or not.

Life and times 
of the Muscovy 

I RECENTLY gave a talk to the 
Cambridge Bird Club about the 
Muscovy ducks in Ely and I thought 
you might like to publish the gist. 

Muscovy ducks are native to Central 
and South America where they occur 
along forested rivers often perching in 
trees. They reach Texas but not further 
north. 

However, these birds have now 
been widely introduced in the USA. 
They were domesticated in the Andes 
not apparently in Central America and 
are now spread widely around the 
world. 

The recent Atlas of the Birds of 
Britain 2007 - 2011 states three places 
in Britain have over 20 birds: Buxton 
in Derbyshire, Beccles Quay in Suffolk 
and Ely. 

The Cambridgeshire Bird Reports 
(since 2000) report birds in some 25 
areas in the county but only four had 
birds for over 10 years: the River Cam 
Cambridge, Earith, St Ives and Ely. 

Birds have been recorded in Ely 
since the 1980s with over 100 birds 
recorded then dropping to 40-80 later 
in the 90s. 

My counting area is between the 


two railway bridges and then up 
to Hythcastle on Backhill though 
currently there is a female with some 
eight young who wanders over the 
Tesco car park up to the garage. 

There are a number of places where 
water is supplied to these birds. Ely 
council reportedly did some culling 
in 2001, reducing numbers to barely 
20 but they recovered in a few years 
reaching nearly 70 birds. When I 
started counting in 2009 I saw 40 
birds - the largest number I ever saw. 
But they then declined to 20 or less 
with a trough of under five birds in 
early 2011. 

A colony on the meadows to the 
east of Soham which I saw some years 
ago has now vanished but the mallards 
present show Muscovy characteristics 
suggesting hybridisation. These hybrids 
are sterile so the birds then die out.

Employee stole f27k 
from accounts firm 


A WOMAN stole more 
than £27,000 from the ac¬ 
counting company she 
worked for in Ely. 

Caroline Newell, 47, of 
Witcham Road, Mepal, 
admitted one count of 
fraud by abuse of her po¬ 
sition when she appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Tuesday. 

The fraud, which took 
place between April 1, 
2012, and March 31, 2015, 
entailed her transferring 
£27,370 into her own bank 
account and the bank ac¬ 
counts of her two adult 
children. 

Delia Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The de¬ 
fendant worked in the 
accounts department 
of the Pro-Edge Ac¬ 
counting company in 
Mepal, Ely. 

“Over a three-year pe¬ 
riod, she transferred

more than £27,000 
from a particular 

account she was looking 
after [for the company]. 

“The defendant covered 
this up and it wasn’t until 
she was made redundant 
in fuly this year, when in¬ 
vestigations were made, 
that the matter came to 
light. 

“These investigations 
revealed that she trans¬ 
ferred the money into her 
own bank account and the 
bank accounts of her two 
adult children, who are 
now aged 18 and 22.” 

Group payments were 
made into her bank ac¬ 
count and she did not 
specify where the compa¬ 
ny money was going to in 


a bid to disguise her fraud, 
the court was told. 

Newell was then arrest¬ 
ed and admitted the of¬ 
fence to police, telling of¬ 
ficers that she carried out 
the fraud because she was 
‘hugely in debt’. 

Mrs Matthews added: “It 
was the company secre¬ 
tary who suffered the loss 
of that money, as he had to 
back up the account. 

“The defendant said she 
had suffered from depres¬ 
sion because she had got 
into debt. 

“She said she made the 
payments into her two 
children’s bank accounts 
so this wouldn’t affect the 
benefits that she was enti¬ 
tled to.” 

After hearing the facts of 
the case from the prosecu¬ 
tion, magistrates decided 
to send the case to Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court for 


sentencing. 

fim Dignan, mitigating, 
urged magistrates to order 
that a pre-sentence re¬ 
port be carried out before 
Newell’s sentencing takes 
place. 

He said: “My client is a 
woman of previous good 
character and I would en¬ 
courage you to consider 
ordering a report. 

“Pre-sentence reports 
are now not automatically 
carried out when cases 
are committed to a crown 
court for sentence, so I 
urge you to request one 
for this case.” 

Newell was released on 
conditional bail until a 
date to be heard at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

DOCTOR STRANGE (12A) 

★★★★★ 

D octor strange, 

the latest tumble down 
the rabbit hole of the 
Marvel Comics 
universe, is a trip - a 
hallucinogenic, kaleidoscopic 
trip of mind-bending special 
effects that left me with a 
pounding headache. 

City streets and landmarks 
fold in on themselves, rotate 
and collapse on multiple axes, 
rather like Christopher Nolan's 
Inception or one of MC 
Escher's disorienting 
illustrations, only with 
eye-popping fury in 3D and 


IMAX3D. 



As a masterclass in dizzying 
digital wizardry, director Scott 
Derrickson's film delivers all of 
the spectacle we have come to 
expect from a big-budget 
blockbuster infused with the 
creative DNA of the Avengers, 
Captain America and 
Guardians Of The Galaxy. 

The snarkiness and self- 
deprecation that distinguished 
those pictures is in evidence in 
Derrickson's fleet-footed 
script, co-written by C Robert 
Cargill, including one scene 
where the titular medic meets 
a po-faced librarian called 
Wong and quips, "Just Wong? 
Like... Adele?" to 
uncomfortable silence. 

Doctor Strange might be able 
to train his mind to override 
the rigid laws of physics, but no 
amount of study can refine or 
polish his blunt force humour. 

Stephen Strange (Benedict 
Cumberbatch) is a brilliant and 
arrogant neurosurgeon, with a 
minimalist Manhattan 
apartment and an off-limits 
romance with fellow medic, 


Christine Palmer (Rachel 
McAdams). 

Years of meticulous study are 
jeopardised when Strange 
foolishly takes a telephone call 
in his speeding silver 
Lamborghini. 

Medical colleagues save his 
life, but not his career, 
surgically refashioning his 
trembling hands. 

Cast adrift from the world of 
science, Strange heads to 
Kathmandu in search of 
spiritual enlightenment in the 
company of an enigmatic 
Celtic shaman called The 
Ancient One (Tilda Swinton), 
who harnesses energy to shape 
reality. 

Two of her Masters, Karl 
Mordo (Chiwetel Ejiofor) and 
Wong (Benedict Wong), take 
Strange under their wing and 


spearhead his training so he 
can travel long distances with a 
swish of his hand. 

"Forget everything you think 
you know," Mordo counsels 
Strange. 

As his confidence grows, 
Strange learns about a former 
Master, Kaecilius (Mads 
Mikkelsen), who strayed from 
the path of righteousness and 
uses his powers for evil. 

When Kaecilius threatens 
Strange's old life, including the 
beautiful Christine, the medic 
puts his training into practice 
to save everything he holds 
dear. 

Aside from the trippy effects, 
which left me wishing I could 
turn back time like the title 
character and pre-medicate, 
Doctor Strange is a satisfying 
opening salvo. 


Cumberbatch digs deep 
beneath the bruised skin of his 
character's overinflated ego, 
verbalizing the inner turmoil of 
a self-anointed god, who learns 
that he is flawed and not the 
master of his own destiny. 

McAdams is squandered in 
an undernourished role as the 
token love interest, but 
Swinton imposes herself on 
scenes so there is at least one 
strong female presence to 
undercut the raging 
testosterone. 

Two additional vignettes, 
woven into the end credits, 
hint at future plot strands and 
tease one Marvel Comics 
spin-off in the pipeline. 

"Doctor Strange will return” 
promises a final caption - a 
repeat prescription to raise the 
spirits.

FIFTY years ago, Ken Loach rolled a 
grenade beneath the British establishment 
with his seminal TV drama, Cathy Come 
Home, that shone a spotlight on the plight 
of the homeless. 

The director's latest film, a devastating 
critique of broken Britain, is as powerful as 
anything he's ever given us. The pity of it is 
that, five decades on, such a film still needs 
to be made at all. Quite rightly, it won the 
Palme d’Or at the Cannes Film Festival. 

Here is a land of food banks, zero-hours 
contracts and impenetrable bureaucracy. 

Daniel Blake (Dave Johns) is a Geordie 


widower who's been forced to give _ 

up his j ob as a j oiner following a 
heart attack. But claiming 
disability benefit turns out to be 
anything but simple after he's 
judged fit for work. 

As he struggles with his 
appeal, Daniel befriends single 
mum Katie (Hayley Squires) 
who's been relocated from 
London to Newcastle. Skint and 
unable to feed her two young 
children, Daniel becomes her surrogate 
uncle, taking the family to a local food bank 
- easily the film's most harrowing scene - 
fixing up their crumbling home and 
subbing them cash for the electricity meter.

However harsh and faceless the 
bureaucracy they face, neither Katie 
nor Dan lose their human spirit, 
their sense of charity nor their 
quiet dignity. 

And casting Johns turns out to 
be a shrewd move, given his 
background as a stand-up 
comedian. His timing, common 
touch and decency lighten a film 
that could otherwise have been too 
much to bear. 

I, Daniel Blake deserves to reframe the 
debate about social inequality, the plight of 
the have-nots and maybe, just maybe, 
make us care a little more about each other.

Twenty years later, everyone is happy under new 
ruler Princess Poppy (Anna Kendrick) - except 
eternal pessimist Branch (Justin Timberlake), who 
lives in a Bergen-proof subterranean bunker. 

When the Bergen chef captures several of Poppy's 
friends, she pleads with Branch for help and they 
embark on a daredevil rescue mission.

JACK REACHER 
(Tom Cruise) brings 
down men and 
women in uniform 
who abuse their 
position. En route to 
meeting with his 
successor, Major Susan Turner (Cobie Smulders), 
Reacher discovers she has been accused of 
espionage and when associates of Turner are slain 
before they can testify, Reacher realises he has 
stumbled upon a wider conspiracy. 

He springs Turner from her high-security cell so 
they can expose corruption within the Army ranks, 
which could implicate retired General Harkness. 

However, in the midst of this taut game of cat and 
mouse, Jack also faces claims that smart-talking 
teenager Samantha (Danika Yarosh) is his daughter 
from a previous relationship. Bullets ricochet, Jack 
communicates with his bloodied fists and he must 
somehow keep Samantha safe. 

The film simmers pleasantly thanks to the 
on-screen chemistry between Cruise and Smulders.

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Insurers can’t stop rises as 
*/*m make ‘whiplash’ claims 


M otorists face paying 
nearly £82 more for their 
car insurancethan they did 
a year ago typically - and prices 
are likely to continue heading 
upwards, a report has found. 

Someone shopping around 
for comprehensive annual cover 
can now expect to pay £585.84, 
according to the AA's British 
Insurance Premium Index - an 
increase of more than £20 in the 
three months ending September 
30. 

The cost has surged by 16.3 
per cent over the past 12 months, 
adding nearly £82 to a typical 
motor policy. A year ago, a 
motorist shopping around for a 
deal could expect to pay around 
£503.90. 

The continued "epidemic" of 
whiplash claims has helped to push 
up the cost of cover, as have two 
recent hikes ininsurance premium 
tax (IPT), according to the report. 
The AA estimates the recent

IPT increases have added around 
£18 to the average carinsuranee 
premium over the past year - and 
it urged the Government not to 
impose any further hikes in this tax 
in the Autumn Statement. 

"We are witnessing sustained 
price increases once again which 
is bad news for drivers," said 
Michael Lloyd, the AA's director of 
insurance. 

He continued: "I can't see an 
immediate end to the current 
upward trend." 

Mr Lloyd said: "The whiplash 


epidemic has dogged the British 
motor insurance industry for a 
decade and continues to do so. 

"Drivers are still being pressured 
into making claims for often minor 
collisions they might have forgotten 
about. This is pushing up claims 
costs, because insurers can't prove 
that an injury wasn't suffered." 

He said the activities of claims 
management firms make life more 
difficult for those with a genuine 
injury. 

Looking across the UK, motorists 
in Northern Ireland appear to 
be the worst hit by price hikes in 
the past three months, the index 
found. 

"Motor insurance is a mandatory 
requirement and there is absolutely 
no justification for further hikes 
in IPT in the Autumn Statement," 
added Lloyd. "Coupled with 
predicted price increases, any 
additional tax burden would 
simply add to the growing number 
of uninsured drivers." 


The continuing whiplash 
epidemic is shocking. 

"In August almost 70,000 small 
injury claims (of up to £25,000) 
were made; and more than 
839,000 over 12 months, of 
which around 750,000 were for 
whiplash. 

"The whiplash epidemic has 
dogged the British motor insurance 
industry for a decade and 
continues to do so. 

"Drivers are still being pressured 
into making claims for often minor 
collisions they might have forgotten 
about. This is pushing up claims 
costs, because insurers can't prove 
that an injury wasn't suffered." 

Lloyd has reacted with "despair" 
that the additional and much- 
delayed Ministry of Justice reforms 
designed to curb the activities of 
claim firms, announced in last 
year's Autumn Statement, appear 
to have been shelved. 

The Autumn Statement is due on 
November 23.

of traffic and provide 
significant reductions in 
carbon dioxide emissions 
and fuel consumption."
